Honiblo Murder. 

Saturday afternoon a resident of 
(Jreenport, L. L, found the head of a 
man which had been severed from the 
\>oi\y t lying between a pile of lumber 
and a fence in Knglish's ship yard, on 
Wilton street. He reported the matter 
to the police, and tin* head, which ap- 
ed as though life had not been extinct 
more than twenty-four ( hours, was con- 
veyed to the station house where it was l 
subsequently identified as that of a man 
named W. W. Simmons, of Derby, 
Conn., who had been missing since 
Thursday night. Simmons was a sober 
and industrious man, and worked in a 
wagon manufactory in Williamsburg. 
From the proximity of the head to the 
river, it was thought tho body had been 
thrown into the water. Inquiries were 
made at places where Simmons was in 
the habit of visiting, but no person ac- 
knowledged having seen him Bince Satur- 
day night 

Among those with whom the murdered 
man was most intimate, and to whom 
the officers looked for the most authentic 
information was Victor Kretz, who was 
known also by the name of Andreas Fu- 
cho. He was a helper in the same shop 
as Simmons, and worked by his side, and 
was also believed to be an intimate friend 
of the deceased. He appeared to be un- 
easy under the questioning of the police, 
and pretended to speak very poor Eng- 
lish. He told of Simmons being in the 
habit of visiting some female friends in 
D Point, but, on making inquiries, 
this was found to be untrue, and WSJ told 
bj Crets to mislead the police, Kretz 
was detained in the police office two or 
three hours, and was anxious to get away, 
stating that he was afraid he was SO be 
locked up as a witness. The o 
did not think Kretz knew anything 
about the murder, and he was allowed to 
go home. 

Among others interviewed about the 
murder were the watchmen on the th 

found who said he saw a man 
answering to the description of K 
down near the dock, Saturday morning, 
ami was quite positive about his identity. 
The detectives then supposed, if Kretz 
was not the guilty man, he knew some- 
thing about the murder, and went to his 
house, *»S North-third street, and arrest 
ed him. i^n his way to the station house, 
lie purposely cut his hand. Tt bled freely 
and he kept rubbing it on his pants. 
When this was observed, an examination 

o\' his clothing was made, which eh< 

a large spot of dried blood on his pants, 
The detectives then visited his house 
again, and found a trunk, locked and 
nailed togethei ,htly that it 

opened with great difficulty. 

In this they found the packed arms and 

legs of the murdered victim, and in a 

boiler they found the trunk of the 1 

skinned and cut up. The entrails had 

removed and quicklime put iuside 

so as to cause speedy decomposition. 

There had been a pool of blood on the 

tloor but efforts had been made to oblit- 

aping until the boards were 

almost white. Upon the dress of Mrs. 

aioh had mat been washed, were 

stains of blood. She said she scraped tho 

tloor at the request o( her husband ; that 

Simmons called at the bouse on Thursday 

night, and they all had a drink together, 

Simmon's drinks being made stronger 

than those of the others, and that when

Mrs. Kretz said that she herself was 
then up Stair t.
